President Coolidge, in his speech last 
night before the semiannual budget 
meeting at Memorial Continental Hall, 
warned the Nation against too opti- 
mistic expectation of tax reduction 
next year unless expenditures are held 
at about their present level. The flood 
disaster, it was added. means a reduc- 
tion in our prospective revenue and an 
increase in our prospective expendi- 
tures. The only remedy will be to 
effect savings elsewhere, the President 
explained. 

The present forecast is for a substan- 
tial surplus estimated at around $338,- 
000,000, as against about %599,000,000 
franticipated for this year. Failure of 
France to ratify the Mellon-Berenger 
debt agreement is referred to by the 
President, who says that this has 
necessitated a revision of the amount 
chargeable under the head of debt re- 
tirement. 

Another indirect reference to France 
is seen in the President’s statement 
that the United States Government, 
through its policy of constructive econ- 
omy, has set an example for other na- 
‘tions to follow. : 

Again Demands Economy. 

_The President’s renewed: advoccay qf | 
strict economy~™ as the greatest safe- 
guard of the Nation and: his caution 
with respect to new reductions put the 
administration .on record as absolutely: 
opposed to the Democratic campaigns, 
already in operation, for greater cuts 
in the income taxes. 

Representative John N. Garner, of 
Texas, Democratic fiscal leader and 
author of last session’s Democratic tax 
bill, made’ public a statement yester- 
day vigorously opposing the adminis- 
tration’s prospective tax reduction plan. 

The President, in his speech, refuses 
to be bound by the matter of a single 
year’s surplus but points out that the 
Government by way of caution must 
consider a period of years in making 
advance tax reduction plans. Though 
the surplus of $599.000,000 for this year 
is assured, the President explainsy the 


merely an estimate. 

In connection with the President's 
insis ice upon caution in tax ree 
duction: plans, as compared to. the 
Democratic advance demand for greater 
reductions, the flood disaster, it is 
pointed out, furnishes an added reason 
for the more cautious policy.

It pledged the support of 
the Congress to budget principles of 
operation. That plédge has been faith- 
fully kept. 
isis only necessary to point to our 
rity to show the influence which 
better business in government has had 
on the welfare of the people. The 
progress achieved by this coordinated 
effort of the executive and legislative 
branches of this Government is beyond | 
all expectation. If we hold the ground 
we have gained, and we must hold it, 
success will be complete. This will be 
just as difficult as the task of reaching 
our present milestone.

The failure of the second deficiency 
bill aided the government to the ex- 
tent of less than $20,000,000, he said.

Gen. Lord began his address, which 
interspersed lively jokes with figures 
and closed with a poem on service to 
one’s country, by reviewing’ the 
progress andthe reverses of the last 
few years. 

He declared that the fact that ex- 
penditurés during 1926 and 1926 ex- 
ceeded the 1924 mark, the first year 
of the $3,000,000,000 campaign, did not 
justify assertions that progress was not 
being made in economy.

Debt Cut $8,000,000,000. 

At the close of \the present fiscal 
year, Gen. Lord said, the public debt 
will have been reduced to $18,600,000,- 
000, a reduction of $8,000,000,000 from 
the peak mark of $26,596,701,648 in 
1919. This also represents an additional 
reduction of approximately %478,000,- 
000 since last December. The debt at 
that time, he pointed out, was $7,- 
§22,036,310. 

A saving in the expenditure of $18,- 
000,000 has been made by the Two 
Per Cent Personnel Club, Gen. Lord 
said. Out of a 9 per cent turnover in 
personnel, a request was made of de- 
partment heads to save 2 per cent 
by allowing 2 per cent of these va- 
cancies to remain unfilled. The ma- 
jority had “qualified for membership” 
in the club, he said. The club will 
endeavor to keep up its record next 
year. 


Saving in Prompt Payments. 


. Prompt payments has effected a con- 
siderable saving in discounts, he said, 
and has’ had another good effect, for 
it has helped to disperse the Govern- 
ment’s reputation for slow payment. 

An appeal for a “crusade” to effect 
small. savings among the 546,000 Gov- 
ernment workers throughout the coun- 
try was made by Gen. Lord.

Covers Three Fiscal Years. 


At these meetings we have for con- 
sideration our operations for three fis- 
= years. First is the ctirrent year, 

t drawing to a close, With less than 
‘ ree weeks remaining, we are practi- 
cally assured of a surplus of about 
$599,000,000. Our expenditures will be 
less than last year. We have not only 
held our position, but have made an 
advance. There is cause for enormous 
satisfaction. I realize the. tremendous 
contribution you of the Federal service 
have made toward bringing about such 
a successful result. This meeting is the 
sixth milestone, marking increasing 
progress. ‘Our main consideration to- 
night, however, is next year’s business 
and planning for the year to follow— 
the fiscal year 1929. 

We are about to start a new year, 
for which you have your appropriations. 
They represent the people's money col- 
lected by the Congress to run the Gov- 
ernment. It is your duty. to see that 
these moneys are wisely spent. Those 
responsible for any waste of these 
moneys, those who by lax administra- 


in their duty, We are not operating 
for profit in the commercial sense of 
the word, but we are: operating for the 
profit of the people. The success of 
our operations is measured by the con- 
tentment, the — the enlarged 
opportunity of the people. Because of 
this our responsibilities assume a high- 
er and more r pacred character: 


Effect on Federal Income. 


In carrying on the business for 
which you have your appropriations 
you are not directly concerned with 
Federal income. Your operations, 
however, have a direct influence on 
the subject of incomé. To the extent 
that you conserve your appropriations 
and wisely plan your. operations we 
= require less money from. the 
people. This is no time to advocate 
| expansion in expenditures. Thé nor- 
mal growth of the Nation will require 
additional outlays, and our efforts 
should and must be to absorb these 
by moré economical administration. 
This means scientific business manage- 
ment, and it has been demonstrated 
that the budget system makes this 
Kind of management possible. To 
perfect our business organization and 
have it yield more and better service 
for each dollar spent must be our aim. 
| The object back of all this is to take 
a minimum of the people’s money con- 
sistent with giving the service to which 
they are entitled. We have already 
made stupendous progress in this di- 
rection. 

The indications today are that our 
income for 1928 will be more than 
sufficient to covet our estimated ex- 
penditures. The forécast is that it will 
leave us with a substantial surplus 
estimated at around 6338,000,000, as 
against about $599,000,000 anticipated 
for this year. 

The fact that this surplus of about 
$599,000,000 is in excess of tht amount 
estimated in the budget transmitted 
to the Congress December 6, 1926, 
might well, in the absence of explana- 
tion, lead to the belief that our rev- 
enues Mave greatly exceeded our expec- 
tations. Such is not the case. The 
estimated aggregate receipts on ac- 
count of customs and internal. revenue 
as set forth in ‘that budget were 
$3,426,485,000. The latest estimates in- 
dicate that these ‘receipts. will be 
$3,442,000,000, an increase of but 815, 
515,000. In other words, in estimating 
revenues from a large variety of 
sources, amounting to almost $3,500,- 
000,000, the Treasury, based on present 
estimates, erred by less than one-half 
of 1 per cent. The reasons for the 
gratifying size of the — must be 
sought, elsewhere. 


Moderate Gain in Receipts. 


On the side of receipts there is a 
moderate increase in credits from the 
sale of capital assets, such as railroad 
securities. On the other side of the 
ledger ordinary: éxpenditures will be 
approximately $100,000,000 less than ex- 
pected.

Tax Reduction Outlook. 


In considering the possibility of tax 
reduction, we must keep in mind that 
our revenue laws can not be written 
from the standpoint of a single year, 
but must be — to adequate 
revenue over a period of years. It is 
essential therefore to discount temporery 
and nonrecurring items and to base the 
estimated revenue on those resources 
which can be looked upon as essentially 
permanent in character. We have no 
fear our present revenue lawe will not 
produce ample income to carry on the 
business of the Government. But this 
does not justify an enlargement of our 
expenditure program. Rather does it 
dictate and demand that we make re- 
newed effort to keep within our present 
expenditures. One thing is certain. 
Unless we succeed in holding expendi- 
tures at about their present level, hope 
of further tax reduction will be gone. 


In the face of each of the three re- 
ductions in taxes since the fiscal year 
1921 we have continued to accumulate 
surpluses at the end of each year. We 
should not overlook, however, the gréat 
influence these surpluses have had in 
Making tax reduction possible. Their 
application to the further reduction ‘of 
the public debt has permanently -re- 
duced our interest charges. It has been 
an investment for the people of their 
own money. In the business of gov- 
ernment, as’ in private business, the 
time to liquidate indebtedness is in the 
time of prosperity. The reduction of 
fixed charges serves a twofold purpose 
It materially assists in maintaining 
prosperity and would be particularly 
helpful jn adversity. 


Compares 1927 and 1928, 


There could be no more striking il- 
lustration of the benefit accruing from 
this policy than is furnished by a com- 
parison of the interest charges of-the 
years 1927 and 1928. Due to debt ‘re- 
duction and the refunding operations 
conducted by the Treasury, interest 
payments next year will be $63,000,000 
less than for the current year. This is 
a most remarkable showing. It is a 
permanent annual saving. ‘The mere 
recital of the figures brings out more 
clearly than any words the great bur- 
den of interest charges. From April 6, 
1917, to June 30, 1927, the Government 
will have paid the stupendous sum of 
$8,318,571,388 in interest alone. 


Another task now facing you is t's 
preparation of your estimates for the 
fiscal year 1929. We are striving as 
always tc pave the way for further re- 
duction of debt and of taxes. This in 
itself necessitates unremitting effort to 
hold the level of our expenditure pro- 
gram. After a careful study of our 
probable financial condition in 1929, it 

my desire that the estimates of ap- 
propriations for that year be held with- 
in a total of $3,300,000,000. This is ex- 
clusive of reduction of thr debt, the 
Postal Service, and tex refunds. This 
maximum has not been fixed arbi- 
trarily. It is the result of careful study 
of probable financial conditions in 1929. 
Fixed charges have been balanced 
against the best possible estimate of re- 
céipts. In establishing this maximum 
for estimates for 1929 I expect the 
budget director to limit the calls of the 
various departments within that 
amount. His task will be simplified by | 
the full cooperation which he will have 
from you, 


Calls for Further Savings. 


If you view it absolutely necessary to 
ask for more funds for certain activities 
for 1929 than you have for the current 
year, every effort should be made to 
effect a corresponding saving in your 
other activities. I am sure your esti- 
mates for 1929 will indicate your con- 
tinued loyal. support of the well-estab- 
lished and definitely understood poli- 
cles we have been following. We have 
learned that constructive economy has 
not impaired efficient administration, 
but rather has improved it. We have 
placed our house ih order and. have 
erga ourselves to keep*it in order. 

ach year has shown a marked improve- 
ment in the conduct of our business. 
I know that your estimates for 1929 
will show a continuation of this im- 
provement, 


In connection with your plans for 
1928, I reiterate the principle estab- 
lished during these budget years, that 
the amount made available by the Con- 
gress constitutes the maximum of ex- 
penditure and not the minimum. You 
must divest your minds of thought of 
possible accessions to thé amounts 
given and administer your activities 
with the purpose of effecting every 
proper saving. You must consider the 
grant of budgetary funds made by the 
Congress as final for the year for the 
purposes appropriated. Except to meet 
the requirements of new legislation the 
submission. for executive consideration 
of estimates for additional funds 
should be restricted to cases of abso- 
lute urgency arising from conditions 
which could not have been anticipated 
in the annual budget. In recent years 
actual deficits have been few, and in 
most cases unpreventable. There have 
been cases, however, where admiwistra- 
tors have so obligated their funds in 
the first months of a year that unless 
Congress afforded frelief necessary 
activities would have been stopped. 
am determined there shall be an end to 
procedures of this sort. Good admin- 
istrators will plan their operating cam- 
paigns to conform with the appropria- 
tions made by the Congress. ere is 
no. place in the Federal service for other 


| than good administrators. 


_ Calls for Flood Prevention. 


The vast, fertile, and productive 
reaches bordering the Mississippi and 
its tributaries have been subjected to 
great disaster.

Lindbergh Smiles Greeting. 


Lindbergh smiled his appreciation. 
He was dressed in what appeared to be 
an old gray suit, a striped shirt and 


varicolored. necktie. From his neck 
hung a pair of field glasses. The first 
reaction of those on the Goff got as 
they looked at Lindbergh was one of 
surprise at his extremely youthful ap- 
}pearance. He is now 25 years old, but 
from. this vessel he looked to be about 
19. If one didn’t know who he was— 
and there could be nobody left now 
who doesn’t know him- one. might 
think he was a high school kid * nad 
stowed away for the ride.

Goff Leaves the Memphis. 


After passing inside the capes, the 
Memphis steamed past the scene of one 
of the most memorable sea battles in 
this Nation’s history—the battle in 
Hampton Roads between the Monitor 
and the Merrimac, which turned the 
tide of naval battle in the Civil War. 

The Goff left the Memphis after pass- 
ing the capes, and her skipper, Lieut. 
Comadr. E. D. Langworthy, debarked his 
load of reporters and photographers at 
5 o’clock. 

Tonight the Memphis is slowly trav- 
ersing the 106 miles of the Potomac 
River that lies between Point Lookout 
and thé National Capital. There she 
will dock at 11 o’clock tomorrow, and 
the record-breaking reception to Col.

Piney Point, Md., (By A. P.).—Left by 
her convoy at the mouth of the Poto- 
mac River, the Memphis glided slowly 
past Point Lookout as night fell and 
moved leisurely on to Piney Point, 
where she let go her mud hooks. 

Capt. “Bill” Luckett, 73-year-old Po- 
tomac River pilot, had been on the 
lookout for the ship, but even in the 
moonlight he could not make out for 
certain whether the low-lying hulk a 
mile from short was the Memphis. 

When the rattle of the anchor chains 
reached the ears of river fishermen on 
shore, however, they shouted that it 
was a “big ship,” and Capt. Luckett put 
out from the wharf in the Hattie 
Mueller, a gasoline dory, to investi- 
gate. He carried his bag and a rain- 
coat. As the dory drew alongside the 
hulk, which proved to be Lindbergh’s 
transport, a gob yelled down: 

“Gee, this looks like America.” 

Capt. Luckett shouted back: 

“This is the pilot.” 


Pilot Hauled on Ship. 


A flashlight was played oh the dory 
and then a Jacob’s ladder was thrown 
over the side of the ship. The aged pi- 
lot swung up the ladder in true sailor 
fashion, but was unable to handle his 
luggage. 

An Associated Prese correspondent 
had accompanied him out in the river 
and followed up the ladder with the 
bag and coat. They were the only two 
permitted aboard the ship. 

The newspaper man immediately 
made contact with the Associated Press 
correspondent, who had accompanied 
Lindbergh from Cherbourg and learned 
that the aviator had already turned in 
for the night, determined to get a 
good rest against the rigors of tomor- 
row. 

May Not Wear Uniform. 


Although Col. Lindbergh’s Army 
uniform had been taken aboard the 
Memphis at Cape Henry, he had said 
little about it and the impression was 
that during the ceremonies at Wash- 
ington tomorrow he would wear his 
flying suit. 

As soon as wotd got ashore that the 
Memphis had dropped anchor, the 
countryside grew enthusiastic. Bonfires 
were started along the shore of the 
cove and the word was telephoned to 
the back country with a result that 
scores came pouring in here in auto- 
mobiles. 

Motor boats which had tugged silent- 
ly at their buoys, suddenly came to 
life and loaded with fishermen and

Commissioner Proctor L. Dougherty 
said that he had been told the dismis- 
sals were based on efficiency ratings, 
those dismissed having been marked 
lower for efficiency than those re- 
tained. Eldridge marked the efficiency 
ratings, Harland said. subject to the 
latter’s approval. He added’ that he 
had to rely chiefly on Eldridge’s mark- 
ing, because he has not been long in 
office. In the final report of the Bu- 
reau of Efficiency on the signal scan- 
dal investigation, Eldridge himself was 
severely criticized for inefficiency. 

Herbert D. Brown, chief of the Bu- 
reau of Efficiency, said that he was 
about to launch an investigation of 
the efficiency rating of Mrs. Kaufman 
and her subsequent discharge. 


Cites Inquiry Difficulty. 


“I want to know,” he said, “whether 
employes of the District are going to 
be dismissed after we call them in and 
they tell us the truth.

U. S. MUST PAY BACK 
$1,500,000 SAGE TAX 


Circuit Court of Appeals Di- 
rects Money Be Given 


to Institutions. 


New York, June 10 (By A. P.).—The 
Government today lost $1,500,000 in in- 
come taxes on the estate of Mrs: Mar- 
garet Olivia Sage, late widow of Russell 
Sage, and thirty-five charitable, reli- 
gious, and educational institutions prof- 
ited to that extent under a decision 

rendered today by the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals. 

‘The decision affirms the prior deci- 
sion of Judge Augustus N. Hand in the 
matter of the income tax on the estate 
and orders that the $1,500,000 be re- 
turned to the estate for distribution 
among the institutions. 

Mrs. Sage died November 14, 1918, 
leaving an estate valued at $48,939,045, 
practically all of which was  be- 
queathed to institutions. As her prop- 
erties were not distributed at once, 
due to the settlement of certain in- 
debtedness amounting to $2,000,000, 
the Federal Government levied an in- 
come tax against the executors. 

The executors paid the tax, but un- 
der protest, and brought suit to recover 
on the ground that the beneficiaries 
of Mrs. Sage’s will were institutions of 
the nontaxable class. Both Judge 
Hand and the Circuit Court held like- 
wise.

In-Grain Fraud. Quiz

Chicago, June 10 (By A. P.).—In its 
final report’ filed today ‘the. Illinois 
House of Representatives grain investi- 


gating committee declared no evidence 
was found to show that J. Ogden Ar- 
mour, John Kellogg. president, or 
George E. Marcy, former president of 
the. Armour Grain Co. had personal 
knowledge of fraud in the transfer of 
grain to the Grain Marketing-Corpora- 
tion.. 

Because of what was alleged to have 
been fraud in the consignment of its 
wheat to the marketing corporation, 
an organization designed to aid grain 
farmers, an arbitrator of the defunct 
marketing corporation’s affairs granted 
judgment of $2,000,000 against the 
Armour concern.

50 STATIONS SEEKING 
PLACES IN BIG HOOK-UP 


Approach of Memphis Up the 
Potomac to Be Described 
From Airplane.

In addition to an audience, which it 
ie believed will aggregate between 35.,- 
000,000 to 40,000,0000 persons through 
@ New York-to-San Francisco network of 
More than 50 broadcasting stations, a 
description of the arrival of Col. Charles 
A. Lindbergh here this morning will be 
broadcast by means of short waves to 
England, France, South America and 
even es far as South Africa. This will 
be done by Station KDKA at Pittsburgh 
and Station WGY a* Schenectady. 

These are the two most powerful 
transmitters in the world, and on pre- 
vious occasions have been distinctly 
heard in Paris, Buenos Aires and gi 
Town. The former broadcasts on 
wave length of 32.9 meters and the lat- 
ter 64 meters. 

Capt. Howard Angus, of New York, 
assistant to President Aylesworth, of 
the National Broadcasting Co., a for- 
mer Washingtonian who is in personal 
charge of the Nation-wide broadcasting 
has asked the foreign countries to ad- 
vise him by cable of how well the 
Lindbergh description was heard. 

Some of the stations in todav’s hook- 
up farthest from Washington will be 
KOA, Denver; KSL, Salt Lake City; 
KHQ, Spokane; KOMO, Seattle; KGw, 
Portland, Oreg.; KPO, San Francisco, 
and KFI, Los Angeles. On previous oc- 
casions some of these cities have been 
reached from here by he President’s 
voice, but today will be the first time 
the East has transmittec’ a musical or 
descriptive program. 


Tidings to His Friends. 


Stations KMOX and KF will carry 
the tidings to Lindbergh’s friends in 
St. Louis; WCCO, at Minneapolis, to 
those who knew him as a boy in Min- 
nesote, and WWJ and WJR, in Detroit, 
to the home of his mother. 

Nor is the National Broadcasting 
Co. to have the field to itself in its 
first attempt at reporting spot -news 
by radio. At daybreak this morning a 
Ford trimotored plane will take off 
from Bolling Field, having aboard Dr. 
J. H. Dellinger, chief of the Radio Re- 
search. Laboratory of the Bureau of 
Standards, and an announcer who will 
describe the approach of the Memphis 
‘up the Potomac River. Dr. Dellinger 
will have aboard the last word in a 
plame-to-ground radio telephone trans- 
mitter, a type which may subsequently 
be adopted in the new national airways. 

The accounts broadcast by the aire 

lane will be rebroadcast by Station 

WV-2 at the Bureau of Standards on 
a frequency of 800 kilocycles or 800 
meters. 

This phase of the broadcasting will 
be discontinued when the Memphis 
comes in sight of Washington and will 
then \be picked by either Announcer 
Milton Cross.in the Capitol dome or 
Phillips Carlin on top of the Washing- 
ton Monument, 550 feet in the air. 
Both will be equipped with Navy bin- 
oculars and there will be an eager 
and friendly contest as to whom will 
fall the honor of first spotting Lind- 
bergh’s warship. 


Will Tell of Parade. 


By means of special circuits and in- 
terconnecting telephones all of the an- 
nouncers will keep in touch and hear 
what each other says. 

Another new note will be injected 
into the broadcasting when those as- 
sembled at the Monument Grounds will 
be given the opportunity of hearing the 
description of the arrival of the Mem- 
phis and of the progress of the parade 
up the Avenue. They will, in fact, if 

esent plans work out, hear exactly 
what listeners all over the country will 
be hearing. 

The Monument audience will be kept 
constantly informed of what is going 
on,’ which will be in contrast to past

It is known that he will reply to 
President Coolidge and that tonight at 
the Press Club he will respond to the 
presentation of the first of the series 
of Lindbergh air mail stamps by Post- 


master General Harry S. New. Inas- 
much as Lindbergh as yet has not 
proved especially loquacious, the 


chances are that his remarks will be 
brief, although the warmth of the 
reception he will get may inspire more. 

A surprise for the radio listeners of 
the country, and a secret that has 
been carefully guarded, will be the 
singing tonight for the first time of 
George M. Cohan’s brand new song, 
“When Lindy Comes Home.” It is the 
first thing Mr. Cohan has written since 
inspired by wartime fervor he set the 
world to singing “Over There.” Mr. 
Cohan himself will sing his newest song 
tonight from Station WEAF in New 
York City, marking one of the few 
times he has ever been on. the air. 

It will be cut into the Press Club 
program at the Washington Auditorium 
and an effort is being made to have it 
rebroadcast to the auditorium audience 
although as yet this detail has not 
been worked out. 


Large Musical ——— 


In fact the Press Club show seems to 
be growing by leaps and bounds. Orig- 
inally, aside from speeches by Post- 
master General New, Secretary Kellogg 
and others, only a few musical numbers 
had been contemplated: However, for 
the benefit of the visible and invisible

WHO WILL FIGHT COOLIDGE? 

The summer may yet reveal just what op- 
position there is going to be within the Re- 
publican party to President Coolidge, if his 
aim, as 0. many persons believe, is for another 
term.. Gov. Frank O. Lowden permits the an- 
‘nouncement that he isan active candidate for 
the Presidency. it was apparent, of course, 
‘prior to this announcement, that he would be. 

. confirmation came only after months of 
effort on his behalf. 

‘The official plunge has set the wheels in mo- 
tion, however. The Governor of Nebraska has 
come out definitely for Lowden. ~New York 
headquarters of the Lowden campaign informs 
the world that organizations in behalf of the 
[illinois man’s candidacy are “functioning in 
the most satisfactory and gratifying manner” 
in évery State in the Union. The boom has 
taken On every air of life. 

More interesting, than the Lowden move- 
ment, which gave every warning of its ap- 
proach, will be the decisions reached by the 
other willing candidates. Lowden has broken 
the ice and it will now be up to them to decide 
whether they wish to follow. There has been 
a general belief that as soon as one of the 
President's rivals had the temerity to inaugu- 
rate an active campaign others would follow. 
It remains to be seen whether that determina- 
tion can be carried out in the face of the silence 
which the ‘White House occupant has so reso- 
lutely maintained. 


— — — —— 
DAWES ON THE PRIMARY. 


Vice President Dawes has been credited 
more than once with having the practical as 
well as political mind. Critics of other mem- 
bers of the administration have insisted that 
because of that faculty the Vice President 
was a better guide than some of his associates. 
They have seen the need for his defihiteness 
and plain speaking, and lamented its absence 
among other leaders in the Republican party. 

The latest public expression of Mr. Dawes 
deals with the direct primary system. He 
sees no good in it, and set forth his views in 
elaborate fashion in the course of an article 
in the North American Review, The dirdct 
primary has not, according to Mr. Dawes, 
driven the ‘‘political rascal’ from politics. It 
has, he believes, led to the “‘enormous and 
improper use of money’ and resulted in the 
bloc system in Congress. 

The crowning evil in the opinion of Mr. 

Dawes is that the primary system has created 
an indifference among the voters in direct 
conflict with the aim that its proponents had 
in mind. Figures, which he has compiled, 
indicate that it now requires only one-eighth 
of the electorate to dominate the primary re- 
sults, which is, Mr. Dawes says, ‘‘making 
rapidly for an oligarchy dominated by selif- 
interest.” 
, These are the words of the practical man, 
whose virtues have been so often commended 
to his fellows. They are the expression of a 
man equally at home in the-.world of business 
and the realm of politics. They ought to 
count for as much in consideration of the 
direct primary as other remarks of the Vice 
President have influenced public opinion in the 
past. The question is, will those who follow 
him so readily when he ig in disagreement 
with his associates go with him now? 


DEPARTMENT OF AERONALTICS. 


The American Legion at its Paris conven- 
tion, if it accepts the advice of its committee on 
national defense, will postpone taking a defi- 
nite attitude on the creation of a separate de- 
partment of aeronauties with a cabinet officer 
at its head, until the period of development 
suggested by the Morrow Board has passed. 
The committee refused at a meeting just held 
here to recommend immediate action looking 
to unification of the land and sea air forces 
under one head. 

Members of the committee, including such 
prominent figures as Maj. Gen. Hanson FE. Ely 
and Col. Theodore Roosevelt, expressed the 
opinion during the deliberations that since 
the. recommendations of the Morrow Board 
had already brought about considerable im- 
provement in the year that they had been in 
effect, it would be better to wait until the 
five-year period has elapsed rather than sug- 
gest a change in procedure now. 

The American Legion will undoubtedly 
agree with the views of its standing committee. 
The fight for the creation of a separate de- 
partment of aeronautics was fought to a finish 
only two years ago, It was the judgment of 
the President at that time that the question 
needed investigation. The creation of the 
-Morrow Board was the result.- Its delibera- 
tions were thorough and its report complete. 
The five-year period asked by the Morrow 
Board to put its theories-in operation has 
just begun. No reason exists for abandoning 
the findings until they have been given full 
trial. 


INTERN ATIONAL MERGERS. 


In an address before the National Associa 
tion of Credit Men, Mr, O..H. Cheney, vice 
president of a leading New York trust com- 
pany, predicted-the formation of international 
‘mergers, for the purpose of controlling and 
regulating production to gear with reasonable 
demand. He observed that international com- 
petition and the race for world markets has 
been’ on -the increase since the World. War, 
and that the new competition leads to new 
cooperation. 

Europe has long since accepted: the policy 
of cartels in Germany, based on economic 
This has led to combinations and 
trusts not permitted in the United States.

As the for- 
mer Secretary of the Treasury, Mr. Houston, 
says: “The antitrust movement in the United 
States is in a state of collapse. Our Govern- 
ment now will seek only abuses, Big business 
of today will be a pigmy compared with that 
of tomorrow.” ‘ 


~“ BUS DRIVERS. 

In a collision. between a.Fifth avenue bus 
and an automobile in New York, 32 individuals 
were injured ‘and 2 were kiNed. The driver 
of the bus placed the blame upon defective 
brakes and a broken steering gear. Examina- 
tion by the police department and the State 
transit commission, however, revealed the 
fact that both brakes and steering gear were 
in perfect working order, and-the driver has 
been held on:a homicide: charge. 

Bus companies are under a heavy responsi- 
bility. They should place only perfect equip- 
ment in service. They also are responsible 
for the character of the individual to whom 
the operation of’ the vehicle is entrusted. 
During the course of a day hundreds of lives 
are placed in their keeping. Not only is the 
company legally responsible, but it is. also 
morally charged with seeing that passengers 
reach the end of their journey in saféty, 

In the New York case the equipment was 
not at fault. It had been inspected the day 
before the accident, and chad been driven but 
111 miles since the inspection: ‘The driver 
who .attempted to evade culpability. by false- 
hood: was evidently not the type to have been 
placed in so -responsible a position. There 
should be a lesson in the New York accident 
of value to bus owners throughout the country:

PICTURES OF WORDS. 


“It is an interesting refiettion,” points out 
David Sarnoff, vice president of the Radio Cor- 
poration of America, “‘that after thousands of 
years of communication experience mankind 
will probably go back, not in the too far future, 
to picture transmission—pictures of words as 
well as of photographic reproductions of 
images—for the basis of its written communi- 
cation system. We are just entering upon the. 
era of communication by the square inch.” 

Thousands of years ago picture writing was 
the only known method of communication. 
Subsequently, as a means of saving time, con- 
ventions of one sort or another were adopted, 
symbols which stood for the picture writing 
describing an object. _ Later came the alpha- 
bet, a still faster method of compounding pic- 
tures or words to express thought. ‘ Commu- 
nication was carried en with the alphabet un- 
til the telegraph was invented. It brought 
with it dots and dashes, used to represent the 
letters of the alphabet.: Dots and dashes were 


the fastest means of communication until the | 


telephone was developed. 

Now, however, science has discovered a 
method whereby an entire message can be 
transmitted with one operation, and appar- 
ently the speed of communication again has 
been increased. With it, instead of starting 
with the address and following word for word 
through the signature, an exact duplicate of 
the matter to be transmitted can be registered 
in the receiving office. The process still is 
slow, but progress is being: made daily, and 
it seems certain that before long practically 
instantaneous visual transmission of messages 
of any sort will be possible: 


PICKING. OUT LIFE WORK. 


Educational leaders are no longer content 
to administer homeopathic doses of knowledge 
leading to a degree. The tendency is more 
and more to find the line which the mind of 
the student is best suited.for, and, where 
possible, to provide assistance that will start 
the graduate off in the work for which he is 
intended. Yale has for some years maintained 
a bureau of appointments which has been suc- 
cessful in placing its graduates. Next year the 
university will-add a department of personnel 
study. 

The new division will be devoted to the 
undergraduates. Freshmen will be assisted in 
the selection of their. elective studies, 
capabilities of the students. will be studied and 
an effort made to assist the boys in determining 
the character of their life work.. Men in other 
walks of life realize as well. as university 
presidents that the average boy is Well into 
his senior year before he gives any thought 


to the vocation that he intends to follow. This’ 


holds true especially: of students taking a 
general academic course.

parture at Yale, “‘they jump at the first-one 
that comes along, regardless of its: intrinsic 
merits or defects, and equally regardless of 
the likelihood that they can succeed in it.” 
Members of the college faculty have an. ex- 
cellent opportunity to judge the possibilities 
of their pupils in the four years that it takes 
them to get through college. They can by just 
a little advice influetice a student to concen- 
trate on subjects for which he seems~ best 
adapted. Hundreds of teachers have done this 
sort of work voluntarily in American colleges 
and universities. Yale’s depattment ‘of per- 
sonnel study will have additional value. It 
will have at its command all phases of the 
students’ work. The experience it acquires. 
will be valuable in aiding those. who come in

Planes, Warning of Gen. 
Pei at Shanghai. 


ANTIFOREIGN FEELING. . 
AGAIN IS RIFE IN KANSU 


50 Americans, British and 
Scandinavians Escape on 
Yellow River to Peking. 


Manila, June 10 (By A. P.).—The 
third American expeditionary force to 
China, consisting of 1,150 marines, 50 
trucks, 25 tanks and an aviation unit, 
sailed for Shanghai today from Olon- 
gapo. It is due in Spanghal next Mon- 
day. Col. H. C. Davis commands the 
force. 

Shanghai, June 10 (By A. P.).—Gen, 
Pei Ching-Hsi, commander of the 
Chinese Nationalist’ forces here, has is- 
sued a warning that his troops may 
fire on British airplanes which fly over 
Chinese territory. 

Gen. Pei Ching-Hsi has written a let- 
ter to the local commissioner of foreign 
affairs of the Nationalists, asking him 
to protest to the British consul against 
such flights over Chinese territory. 

“If further flights occur,” the letter 
says, “I will order my men to fire, and 
in the event of anything untoward tak- 
ing place, we certainly can not be 
blamed.” 

Removal of all barbed wire barricades 
inside the international settlement of 
Shanghai has been started in accord- 
ance with a resolution passed at a 
meeting of the Shanghai municipal 
council. This will not affe~; the outer 
barriers, 

The internal barriers of the French 


concession also are being gradually re- 
moved, 


Antiforeign Feeling Rife. 


Peking, June 10 (By A. P.).—Fifty 
American, British and Scandinavian 
missionaries arrived in Peking today 
after a difficult and tragic 28-day flight 
from distant Kansu province, where 
they report anti-Christian and anti- 
foreign feeling is rife. They were 
ordered from Kansu by the consuls. 

The greater part of the journey, on 
the Yellow River, from Lanchow, capital 
at Kansu, to Paotow, northern Shensi, 
was made on goatskin rafts. From 
Poatow they traveled by railroad to 
Peking. 

Dr. George E. King, a Britisher, lead- 
er of the party, was drowned in the 
rapids of the Yellow River 200 miles 
west of Paotow, when he attempted to 
refiloat a crowded raft. His wife and 
two children saw him carmied away by 
the current. The body was not recov- 
ered. 

Although most of the traveling was 
done at night to avoid bandits, the 
party was frequently held up and 
robbed. 

Tientsin, China, June 10 (By A. P.). 
The second battalion of the British 
border regiment arrived here today, 
strengthening the forces being gath- 
ered for the protection of the foreign 
population. Crowds of Chinese gathered 
to watch the soldiers as they marched 
to the quarters in the British conces- 
sion. 

Chang Seeks Settlement. 


London, June 10 (By A. P.).—Marshal 
Chang Tso-lin, Manchurian war lord, 
is quoted by the Peking corespondent 
of the Daily Expres as saying in an in- 
terview that there must be an agree- 
ment between. the north and the south 
“for the sake of peace in China, which 
must come soon.” He was not com- 
pletely convinced, however, respecting 
the attitude of the southerners. 

Chang expressed regret that foreign 
troops were coming to north China, be- 
cause, he said, it showed the powers 
distrusted him, for which there was 
no ground. He again told of his old 
wish that the powers would help him, 
suggesting that Great Britain, the 
United States and Japan blockade the 
Yangtze River and assist the north 
militarily, diplomatically and politi- 
cally by applying pressure on the Rus- 
sians on the northern borders. 

Chang reiterated his unalterable hos- 
tility to bolshevism and communism, 
declaring: “I will never leave Peking 
alive while there is a Communist any- 
where in control of affairs in China. 
I have received many tempting ad- 
vances from southern leaders, including 
Chiang Kai Shek. (Chiang is general- 
issimo of the Nanking or moderate 
Nationalists.) 


Must Get Rid of Russians. 


“T believe Chiang Kai Shek is op- 
posed to bolshevism, but I am not com- 
pletely convinced. To prove his sin- 
cerity he must get rid of those Rus- 
sians around him. 

“Even then there are difficulties, be- 
cause one of Chiang’s terms of settle- 
ment is that I disown Gen. Chang 
Tsung Chang (civil governor of Shan- 
tung), and this I will never do. 

“I am prepared to embrace the prin- 
ciples.of Sun Yat Sen (the late Chi- 

nese he vane —— but I. am no 
sure W tang (Nation-. 
alist) flag. Be robes banner of Sun Yat 
Sen or a symbol of communism.”

ing throng today, to the 
Weather Bureau, which forecasts cloudy 
weather. It will be somewhat cooler, 
however, than yesterday. Tomorrow, 
according to the bureau, will be fair. 

Contact with the Memphis and her 
nationally precious cargo was eéstab- 
lished early yesterday when the ship 
was still scores of miles off the .coast. 
By the time she had arrived off the 
historic capes of Virginia she was 
escorted by a flotilla of sea craft and 
by a huge squadron of airplanes. These 
will have her in charge. on her passage 
through the Chesapeake Bay and up 
the Potomac River to the navy .yard. 

At daybreak the Memphis will be 
making her way up the narrow chan- 
nel of the Potomac, while squadrons of 


j smaller craft will dart under her bows, 


and nearly 100 airplanes will zoom and 
dash above her decks in honor to the 
man who left America one Friday 
morning, virtually unknown, and ar- 
rived in Paris the following Sunday to 
find himself the idol of the world. 


Memphis Due at 11 o’Clock. 


Col. Lindbergh, aboard the cruiser, 
will arrive off the navy yard promptly at 
11 o’clock. Because of the signal honor 
paid him by the United States Govern- 
ment in placing at his disposal the flag- 
ship of the American ‘fleet in European 
waters, it will probably take a quarter 
of an hour to dock the Memphis. 
Rarely has a ship ofthe size of the 
Memphis attempted to negotiate the 
narrow channel of the Potomac, and 
seldom have officials at the navy yard 
been called upon to dock such a large 
craft here. 

In order to insure the greatest fa- 
cility in maneuvering the ship both up 
the river and at the docks, rigid regu- 
lations have been placed in force to 
keep other craft at a safe distance, 

As the District worked at an intense 
Pace yesterday and last night to put 
the finishing touches on its entertain- 
ment for the homecoming, an under- 
current of fear ran through the activi- 
ties of authorities. The fear that the 
enthusiasm. of the residents of the city 
and the hundreds of thousands of visi- 
tors might overcome them, and, lead- 
ing them into wild demonstrations 
would mar the event and place a black 
mark against the reputation of a city 
noted throughout the world for its 
ability to receive happily, but with due 
propriety, all kinds of heroes. 

As military and police authorities 
worked out the final details of their 
task of guarding the hero, they did it 
with a grimness in strange contrast to 
the gayety with which the laymen of 
the city went about their plans. The 
public is making its préparations with 
a joy and effervescence which was ap- 
proached only once in the history of 
the city—when it went wild to cele- 
brate the signing of the armistice which 
brought to a close the World War. Then 
the authorities let nature take its 
course, and the celebration was un- 
bridled. 

Hero to Be Protected. 


Today, however, there is a national 
hero to be protected—to be protected 
from the overwhelming plaudits of an 
admiration crazed people. The serious- 
ness of the task is recognized, and mill- 
tary and police Officials were confident 
last night that with the customary 
good sense of the people of Washington, 
and the combined efforts of the police 
and soldiers, they would be able to 
avoid the discomforts to which Col. 
Lindbergh was gubjected on his visits 
to Paris, Brussels and London. 

The citizens reception committee yes- 
terday completed its plans for the en- 
tire visit of Col. Lindbergh to this city, 
and despite the fact that hundreds of 
invitations to the flier had to be de- 
clined, the two days which he will 
spend here will be filled to repletion, 
with members of the committee still 
seeking to insert hurried engagements 
into the program as it winds through 
its course. 

The committee has decreed .that 
Lindbergh’s first hour in touch with 
immediately it is moored to the dock at 
American soil will be spent with his 
mother. She will board the Memphis 
the navy yard and will remain with 
her son for approximately three-quar- 
ters of an hour, during which they will 
have luncheon in the quarters which 
Col. Lindbergh has occupied on his 
trip back over the waters which he, of 
all men, was the first to cross in a 
nonstop airplane flight. 


Hammond to Welcome Flier. 


Col. Lindbergh will disembark from 
the Memphis promptly at 12 o’clock 
noon, accompanied by his mother. At 
the gangplank, when he first steps foot 
ashore, he will be received by John 
Hayes Hammond, chairman of the citi- 
zens welcome committee, while ‘the 
Navy Band will play airs appropriate 
to the occasion, 

Mr. Hammond will be accompanied 
by some 80 members of the committee 


‘}and the committee’s guests, including 


some of the most famous fliers who 
have ever controlled the. stick which 
brought fame and fortune to young 
Lindbergh. Fiters on duty in and near 
Washington will form a lane from the 
gangplank to the gate of the navy 
yard, and will stand at salute as their 
heroic comrade passes, through. 
Postmaster Gentral .Harry New, in 
whose department Lindbergh first leap- 
ed to a position qua him for his 
Atlantic flight—leaped ‘with a parachute 
from a “dead” airplane—wili be pre- 


t {sented to the flier by Mr. Hammond, 


and will hand him a letter. The letter 
will typify the delivery to Col. Lind- 
bergh of the more. than 500,000 pieces 
of mail which await him. The rest of 
the mail will be beside the whaff in 
three mail trucks, and represents the 
great outpouring of national sentiment 
brought forth by Lindbergh’s flight. . 
Col. Lindbergh and his mother, ac- 
companied by Mr. Hammond, will enter 
a White House automobile at the

The first ceremony of the day in hon- 
oring Col. Lindbergh will take place on 
the Washington Monument Grounds, 
and it is expected that the procession 


will reach there at 2 o’clock or shortly.

President Coolidge will be waiting for 
Col. Lindbergh on the stand on the 
grounds when the parade arrives. Mr. 
Hammond will present Col. Lindbergh 
to the President and will then retire, 
leaving the two alone on the stand. 

It is possible that Mrs. Lindbergh 
may ascend the platform with her son, 
although this has not been determined, 
and it is judged probable, from her 
previous retiring actions, that she will 
leave the hero to reach the climax of 
his glory alone. 

President Coolidge, in a brief address, 
will pin upon the breast of Col. Lind- 
bergh .the Distinguished Flying Cross 
as an emblem of the in which 
the American people hold his work. 
Symbolically, it will be the first such 
award ever made under the recently 
passed law of Congress. He will receive 
the first cross ever struck off. The 
Army’s good-will filers received certifi- 
cates entitling them to the decoration 
some time ago 

It is e that Col. Lindbergh 
will speak briefly in reply to the Presi- 
dent in acceptance of the decoration. 


Ceremony WIIl Be Brief. 


This will conclude the cerembny, 
which is expected to last only about 


fifteen minutes. As the filer finishes 
his speech, a magnificent display of 
fireworks will be started on the Monu- 
ment Grounds near the nd. 

It is hoped by the authorities that 
while the public is watching the fire- 
works they will be able to spirit Presi- 
dent Coolidge and Col. Lindbergh into 
an automobile and carry them,to the 
temporary White House. 

Col. Lindbergh will have a few hours 
of rest at the mansion during the 
afternoon and an opportunity to visit 
with his mother. The program calls 
for him to be guest of honor at a Cab- 
inet dinner at the temporary White 
House at 7 o’clock in the evening. 
This signal. honor of dining with the 
chiefs of the entire executive depart- 
men of the Government is rarely ac- 
corded any one except visiting royalty 
and will give the young hero an op- 
portunity to tell the cabinet members 
something about his flight. 

Col. Lindbergh will have.as trying a 
night tonight as any which he has ex- 
perienced since he became the center 
of the world’s adulation three weeks 
ago. He will be the guest of honor at 
two receptions, in addition to being the 
focal point for the crowds which will 
seek to catch a glimpse of him as he 
passes in the street. 


Two Receptions Scheduled, 


Shortly before 9 o’clock Col. Lind- 
bergh will leave the temporary White 
House for the Willard Hotel, where he 
will be the guest of the Minnesota State 
Society—his native State. Several thou- 
sand persons are expected to attend the 
reception. 

Following. his presentation at the 
State Society reception, Col. Lindbergh 
will go to the Washington Auditorium, 
where he will be the guest of honor of 
the National Press Club.

Denver, Colo., June 10 (By A. P.).— 
Conviction of Joseph Minter on & 
charge of first degree murder will be 
sought by District Attorney Foster 
Cline, he announced today, shortly 
after Minter, a former telephone ex- 
change manager, had confessed to kill- 
ing State Senator Albert E. Bogdon last 
night. 

Minter tid police that Bogdon was 
shot in a struggle in the apartment of 
Mrs.. Helena E. Minter, his estranged 


wife. 

Bogdon, a lawyer, had been employed 
by Mrs. Minter to arrange a divorce for 
her. He was prominent in the legis- 
lature and was a member of the Den- 
ver civil service commission. He was 
a leader of the Ku Klux Klan in 
Colorado at the time of its rapid rise 
in State affairs in 1924 and until re- 
cently had been one of the national at- 
torneys for the Elan. 

The senator was 36 years old. Minter 
is 30 and Mrs. Minter 27. A young 
daughter and Mrs, Bogdon survive the 
senator. 

Minter said he telephoned the police 
last night that another man was with 
his wife. When he was informed the 
police could take no action, he took 
a revolver from his room and went to 
Mrs. Minter’s apartment crashing the 
door after being denied entrance. He 
declared he wanted only to confront 
Bogdon and “scare him off,” but Bog- 
don leaped at him and they struggled 
for possesison of the revolver. In the 
scuffle the pistol was discharged, Min- 
ter said. Bogdon was struck by one 
of four bullets fired.

WH. KLOPFER, BANKER 
AND CIVIC WORKER, DIES 


Board of Trade Official Was 
Employed 33 Years in 
Pension Bureau. 


WAS PROMINENT MASON 


Walter H. Klopfer, 67 years old, prom- 
inent business man and civic worker of 
Washington, died at 12:30 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon at his residence, 2605 
Connecticut avenue northwest. 

Mr. Klopfer had been in ill health 
for more than a month but his death, 
although peaceful, came. unexpectedly.

A native of Washington, Mr. Klopfer 
received his early education in the loca) 
public schools and high school. He was 
a graduate of Georgetown University 
Law School and a member of the Dis- 
trict Bar Association. For 33 years he 
was employed in the Bureau of Pen- 
sions and came into contact with nu- 
merous congressional delegates and 
men of prominence in the pension 
claims section. He then went into 
banking business and later the insur- 
ance business. 

Surviving Mr. Klopfer are his wife 
and a daughter, Mrs, Lloyd Tillman, of 
Philadelphia. Funeral arrangements 
were not completed last night. 

Mr, Klopfer was prominent in local 
Masonic circles. He was a member of

VICTORIA W. MARTIN, 
SUFFRAGIST, IS DEAD 


Nominee for President in ’72; 
Had Lived in England for 
Past 30 Years. 


Cheltenham, England, June 10 (By A 
P,).—Victoria Claflin.Woodhull Martin, 
author and pioneer suffragist, who once 
ran for President of the United States, 
died here today. 

Mrs. Martin’s death occurred at her 
home, Norton Park. She died in her 
sleep, apparently about midnight. 


Mrs. Victoria Claflin Woodhull Mar- 
tin, born in Homer, Ohio, in 1838, made 
her home in England from the time of 
her marriage to John Biddulph rtin, 
of Overbury Court. England, who died 
in 1897. Her first husband was Dr. 
Canning Woodhull, who died in 1873. 

She was nominated for the Presi- 
dency in 1872 by the Equal Rights 
party. For 30 years she carried on a 
continuous campaign in the interests 
of the working classes both in the 
United States and Europe, and in 1819 
memorialized the American Congress 
for women’s suffrage. Her publications 
include “The Origin, Tendencies and 
Principles of Government,” “Social 
Freedom” and “The Human Body, the 
Temple, of God.”

Autos destined for Sections D; E. F 
and G, in the center, indicated by red 
and blue tickets, will reach the Monu- 
ment Grounds by Seventeenth street or 
the west drive of the Ellipse; and will 
be unloaded at the Monument Grounds 
on Sixteenth street extended. They 
will be passed by the police on showing 
their tickets and will be parked in the 
immediate neighborhood, 


Standing Room Tickets. 


Persons having green admission tick<- 
ets for the reserved standing room are 
requested to come afoot, as‘no parking 
space can be reserved for their ma- 
chines. 

No tickets will ‘be required°for the 
public viewing the ceremony from the 
slopes of the monument and ‘the un- 
reserved part of the grounds. Since 
the space from which a good sight of 
the ceremony can be obtained is neces- 
sarily limited, the public’s attention 
was called to the fact that it may be 
able to get as good a view of Col. Lind- 
bergh, and in most cases, a closer ‘one, 
along the route of march than from 
the Monument Grounds, No parking 
of autos will be permitted along the 
line of march or west of a line joining 
the two ends of Sixteenth street. 

An interesting display of daytime fire- 
works has been arranged to be set off 
in the park area southwest of the 
Washington Monument immediately 
after the departure of the President's 
party.

1 many. week-end and 
holiday trips will be made down the 
Potomac and to other 
points. The Potomac abounds in fish 
of many varieties, 


The white perch have been‘ on 
hund for several weeks, and the 
rockfish will Inger the best part 
of the summer season. In the up- 
per river above Great Falis will be 
found the famous small-mouthed 
black bass. Then the grass-fish 
famity imcindes the large-mouth 
bass, crappie, pike and yellow perch, 


Among the less-desired fresh-water 
fish to be Caught in most any season are 
the catfish, carp, eel and sun perch. A 
favored place among local fishermen to 
hook the big fellows, including rockfish, 
perch and the like, is near Fletcher's 
boathouse, Rockfish are being caught 
from the Steel Plant to Little Falls. 

One. of the most-favored week-end 
trips is to points above Great Falls, 
which, in the next few weeks, will be a4 
mecca -for those seeking the game black 
bass. Trammell’s boathouse, just a mile 
above the falls on the Virginia side, can 
be reached easily. Mad toms are the 
king of baits for catching black bass.

Inaugurated Eleventh Presi- 
dent of University at Grad- 
uation Exercises. 


242 AWARDED DEGREES; 
17 GET COMMISSIONS 


Judge S. G. Peelle Honored. 
Secretary Work Extends 
U. S. Welcome. 


With fanfare of trumpets, Dr. Morde- 
cal Wyatt Johnson was inaugurated 
eleventh president of Howard University 
yesterday at exercises incident to the 
fifty-eighth annual commencement of 
that institution, held on the university 
campus. The academic procession, 
which proceeded from the library hall 
to the amphitheater, included Hubert 
Work, Secretary of the Interior; Secre- 
tary of War Dwight F. Davis, Dr. Em- 
mett J. Scott, bearing the university 
seal and key, and James C. Waters, 
secretary of the school of law, bearing 
the university charter. 

The procession included former presi- 
dents of the university, members of the 
board of trustees, diplomatic represent- 
atives, representatives of the Federal 
and District governments, sons of the 
founder, school officials, delegates of 
colleges and universities, representatives 
of learned societies, the university fac- 
ulty and members of the general Alum- 
ni Association. Degrees were awarded 
242 in 9 colleges and schools of the 
university. As second lieutenants of 
infantry, 17 were commissioned in the 
Officers Reserve Corps. As internes at 
Freedmen’s Hospital, 24 were named. 
The honorary degree of doctor of law 
was conferred on Judge Stanton C. 
Peelle, of the Court of Claims. 

Bishop Wilbur P. Thirkield, former 
university president, offered the open- 
ing prayer. The new president was in- 
ducted with the symbols of university 
authority by Dr. J. E. Moorland, repre- 
senting the board of trustees. Welcome 
was extended Dr. Johnson on behalf of 
the Government by Secretary Work, on 
behalf of the university faculties by 
Senior’ Dean E. A. Balloch and from 
sister institutions of learning by Dr. 
John Hope, president of Morehouse Col- 
lege, Atlanta, from which Dr. Johnson 
graduated. 

In accepting the office of president, 
Dr. Johnson said: 

“I. accept these symbols of office, and 
with them all responsibility that goes 
with the presidency of the university. 
We have come here to devote our ut- 
most power to the preservation of this 
institution handed down to us. As I 
know no man is able to bear this re- 
sponsibility alone, I invoke the good 
will of all men everywhere, and I fur- 
oe a invoke the blessing of Almighty 

od.’ 


University history was traced: by Dr. 
Johnson in his inaugural address, from 
humble beginnings to its present 
growth “as the first mature institution 
for higher education of negroes in the 
world.” He described the university as 
@ monument to-the faith of the found- 
ers and the Federal Government’s sym- 
pathetic and far-sighted helpfulness. 
The American negro he pictured as the 
barometer of American spirit and char- 
acter and intent in relationships of 
this nation with other peoples of the 
world, 

Following a tribute to white men and 
women who have made sacrifices for 
development of the university, he 
charged the graduates to develop a 
similar attitude in relation to American 
life, that the moral force and effect of 
their conduct might advance the uni- 
versity in future as it has developed in 
the past.

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BRITAIN IS UNEASY 
AS REDS. EXECUTE 
A PLOT SUSPECTS 


Panic in Moscow and Anxiety 
at Warsaw Are Reported 
by London Papers. 


KILLINGS CALLED REPLY 
TO ANTISOVIET MOVES 


Two Princes Among Those 
Put to Death in Cellar Under 
Official Offices. 


London, June:10 (By A. P.).—Coupled 
with indignant ridicule of the charges 
made by Soviet Russian against Great 


Britain, there is considerable uneasiness 
in some quarters here lest the peace 
of Europe be endangered by the situa- 
tion which has arisen as a result of 
the assassination of the Soviet minis- 
ter at Warsaw. 

The antigovernment newspapers have 
seized the occasion to renew their 
attacks on the Baldwin government 
for breaking relations with Soviet 
Russia. The Westminster Gazette, for 
example, says: 

“The assassination of Voikoff (Soviet 
minister at Warsaw) while in company 
with Rosengolz (Russian charge d’af- 
faires at London until the recent 
break) just after the latter’s expulsion |. 
from London, gives the Russians just 
the opportunity they ‘want of suggest- 
ing that a general attack on Soviet in- 
stitutions is pending and, although we 
know it to be false, it enables their 
extremists to whip up what had re- 
cently been a failing cause and to re- 
institute their terror.” 

While not holding the British gov- 
ernment responsible for the Voikoff 
matter, the paper recalls the speech of 
Foreign Minister Chamberlain in the 
House of Commons in June, 1926, when 
he declared against a breach with the 
Soviet Union. The paper compares this 
attitude with recent events and says 
that it is understandable that other 
European governments regard the Brit--: 
ish action as inconsiderate and not in 
accord with the Locarno treaties 


Reason in Their Attitude. 


“Let us frankly acknowledge there is 
reason in this attitude,” says the West- 
minster Gazette, “and do whatever we 
can to limit the mischief which now 
threatens. Nothing is more imperative 


in the present situation than a com-|, 


mon policy to Russia among the Locar- 
no powers. * We are told there 
is panic in Moscow and serious anx- 
lety at Warsaw. We hope that these 
alarms are exaggerated, but nobody who 
remembers 1914 can be happy when 
governments begin exchanging notes 
about acts of assassins.” 

The Labor organ, the Daily Herald, 
sees peace as “endangered alarmingly” 
by Great Britain’s break of relations, 
by the murder of Voikoff, by the in- 
cessant hostility in Great Britain and 
elsewhere to the Soviet government and 
by the Soviet’s drastic measures of 
counter attack. 

“Hopes of the entry of Russia into 
the comity of nations are shattered by 
the British government’s action,” says 
the paper, “and the shattering of those 
hopes has aided in producing a situa- 
tion that daily seems to grow more 
disastrous and the nations are brought 
to the brink of a terrible precipice.” 

Dismissing the Soviet charges against 
the British government as “absurd and 
ridiculous,” officials here declare that 
the British government does not stoop 
to such plots as trying to blow up the 
Kremlin. The officials assert that the 
objective sought by the Soviet authori- 
ties in carrying out the score of death 
sentences is the same as they have been 
in previous critical moments of the 
bolshevik regime—namely, to institute 
a reign of terror and also to make a 
false appeal to the Russians’ sense of 
nationalism by making them believe 
that Russia is menaced by foreign 
powers. 


Consternation in Russia. 


Moscow, June -10 (By A. P.).—The 
execution of twenty persons, accused 
of counter revolutionary activities 
against the Soviet regime, announced 
in an official communique made pub- 
lic today, has caused consternation 
throughout the Soviet union among 
former members of the Russian nobil- 
ity and former army officers, many of 
whom are still within the borders of 
the union. 

Tonight there was evidence of sup- 
pressed excitement in Moscow, an ex- 
citement. that was not allayed by the 
frequent passage about the city of po- 
lice wagons and the presence of rein- 
forced guards at important government 
institutions, 

Contrary to reports in the United 
States, the name of George Sidney 
Riley, believed to have been a captain 
in the British Royal Flying Corps, does 
not appear on the list of those executed 
as given out by the authorities. In- 
quiry appeared to show that Riley, who 
was arrested on the Finnish border in 
1925, was still a prisoner. 


“Steinberg” on Passport. 
Riley was wounded at the time of 


his ‘arrest and a report went abroad 
that he was killed. He carried a Soviet | 


passport under the name “Steinberg,” 
but was apparently a captain in the 
Royal Flying Corps. His name was 
mentioned in a statement of the execu- 
tions given out by the state political 
department only as associated with 
Col. Eldengren, a former czarist officer, 
who was among those executed. 

The official communique telling of 
the executions, as made public today. 
was as follows: 

“In view of the open transition to 
terrorism and destructive struggle by 
monarchist’ and white guardist ele- 
ments, acting from abroad on instruc- 
tions and with funds from foreign in- 
telligence. services, the collegium of the 
state political department passed death 
sentences at its session of June 9 on 
20 persons, and the sentencés have been 
carried out.” 

Although no word has been received 
from the state political department be- 
yond the terse announcement of the. 
executions, there is little doubt: that 
the sentences were carried out in the 
early hours of the morning in the cel- 
lars of the department's headquarters 
in Lubjanka Square in the center of the

HOW TO KEEP WELL

SOME COSTLY ERRORS. 


ANCER is a painless disease. . The 
erroneous notion to the cont 
has cost a multitude of lives. 

When cancer is nothing but cancer it 
causes almost no discomfort. After it 
has spread, become infected, acquired 
inflammations, begins to on other 
parts, begins to eat away tissue, it is 
painful. But the pain is not due to 
the cancer directly. It is an indirect 
effect. It results from things the can- 
cer has taken on rather than from the 
cancer itself. 

When a cancer becomes painful it has 
progressed. As a rule, it Has progressed 
to the point where it can not be cured. 
The error of waiting for pain—the sign 
of late cancer, the symptom which 
comes from complications of cancer and 
not cancer itself—this error has’ cost a 
multitude of lives. 


Cancer is not a wasting disease. The 
erroneous notion to the cortrary has 
done great harm. After a cancer has 
grown large enough to interfere, or has 
interfered in some other way by reason 
of its location, or has upset the diges- 
tion, it causes wasting. But here again 
the symptom is due to a complication 
and not: due to the cancer itself. 

People with cancer may be rosy 
cheeked. It is true that many people 
with cancer are white and pale, but that 
is in the late stages of the disease. 

People. with pure tuberculosis have 
almost no fever. The temperature is 
not expected to go over 100; it may he 
below normal. The man with advanced 
consumption runs a high fever, it is 
true. But that is because of secondary 
infections as a rule. We say he is septic. 

If a diagnosis of consumption is to do 
much good, it must be made when there 
is practically no fever, when the cheeks 
are still rosy, and when there is plenty 
of fat on the bones, 


Bright’s disease is usually a symp- 
tomless ,disease. To say there is no 
Bright’s because there is no swelling 
of the feet is to make a costly error. 
It is not until a long continued dis- 
turbance has caused secondary changes 
in the blood vessels that swelling of 
the feet shows itself. 

Heart leaks do not cause symptoms 
of and by themselves. Heart leaks are 
discovered when we are being exam-

ined for life insurance, or for working 
papers, or when we are being period- 
ically examined. School doctors find 
leaks when they are examining sup- 
posedly well children. .

But to wait for 
any of those signs of complication, or 
of an advanced stage before recogniz- 
ing a heart leak is a grave error.

Gbod meat, properly canned, will re- 
main safe for lunch much longer than 
five or six years. 

e cans should fiot be swollen, and 
when open the meat should not be 
gassy nor sour nor off in smell, taste 
or appearance. 

This is true of all. meat, canned or 
not canned, fresh or old. 


CERVICAL GLANDS ENLARGED. 


M. T. writes: My child has been ex- 
amined by a school doctor, and he says 
his cervical glands are enlarged. 

Will you please explain what causes 
this and if it is serious? 

Would this lead to consumption in

The glands are infected. In many 
casés, though not all, the infection is 
the tubercle bacillus. 

Enlarged cervical glands may be 
caused by enlarged tonsils or teeth, lice 
in the head, wounds of the face or head, 
or by drinking raw milk from tubercu- 
lar cows. j 

The cure in most’ cases consists in 
boiling the milk, removing other Gauses, 
and exposure of the neck daily to direct 
sunlight. Consumption follows in some

Faced Perlis in Obscurity. 


What manner of things is it then 
that should keep such a man so long 
from the public eye?

Many times has he been in such per- 
ils of the air as called for greater and 
keener wit than was shown on his New 
York to Paris flight; yet no medals 
were pinned on his breast, no kings or 
presidents or prime ministers received 
him. No greater courage has he ever 
shown than at the time, for instance, 
when he stuck to his plane until it was 
within 300 feet of the ground and then 
taking to his chute landed fiat on his 
back, and yet, before the blood had quit 
gushing from his nose and the pain had 
left his wrenched back, he was in the 
air again. 

Why was he not acclaimed for that? 
It must have been because Destiny was 
simply preparing him for an exploit 
that would spice sated appetites, one 
that spur the warm blood through the 
body of the most morbid. 


Knows What Public Wants. 


Man has sat on the deck of a steamer 
at sea of nights, reclined in an easy 
piushed chair and gazed into . the 
heavens above, contermplated the star- 
dotted darkness of it all, the blackness 
of the sea and the utter desolation of 
it all. He knows what it must mean, 
or rather he tries to comprehend it, to 
go out into that abysmal mist all alone, 
where a misstep means a lonely death 
and where life itself seems a weird, 
impossible thing. 

But the run of the species does not 
know what it is to jump from an air- 
plane 10,000 or 15,000 feet. in the air. 
Therefore he gives his“unstinted tribute 
to the one who goes out to sea alone at 
night. 

If you will study this man Lindbergh 
you will see that under his simplicities 
there are touches of showmanship. He 
knows a lot about audiences and pub- 
lice and what they want and are willing 
to pay to see. There is nothing strange 
about this, for in his early life as flier 
it meant his livelihood to do stunts. 
There was a time when people were 
willing to pay merely to see an aviator 
in the air. But it was before Lindy’s 
time. When he ca along, ambitious 
to go up and meet the sun, the people 
demanded a neck or at least a limb: So 
it was this youngster’s business to sim- 
ulate giving trem that. And only his 
skill with a certain proportion of luck 
thrown in, kept him ali together after 
thrilling them. 

- There was a time out-at St. Louis, it 
is recalled, when Lindy was engaged to 

edify the spectators of a Mississippi 
River regatta. And he did. He 650 
thrilled one man that the man fell 
overboard from his launch. Lindy shot 
down toward him from a nose dive high 
in the air—shot down at a straight 
course as a star might drop from the 
heavens, He came so close to the launch 


that tts owner thought a ducking was: 


the better part of valor and a ducking 
he got. Then Lindy straightened and 
rose gracefully into the air. 


4.3 Hero Born in Detroit. 


‘Ht. is not on record that there was 
any great commotion in the City of 
Detroit on February 2, 1902. .It was 
the day that Charles A. Lindbergh be- 
came a vital statistic, and, to the world 
in general, that is about all he amount- 
ed to. To a proud mother and father 
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Col, Charics A. Lindbergh landing at Croydon Airdrome, near Lendon, England, amid an enthusiastic 
crowd of approximately 150,000 persons, who had gathered at the field to do honor to the hero. 


later years, To them he had definite 
characteristics and markings that then 
and there vouchsafed him as one of the 
world’s future great men. 

But there were other babies born 
that day, countless numbers of them; 
so about the only note the City of De- 
troit officially made of the event was 
a report by the health officer that a 
baby had been born to Mr. and Mrs. 
Lindbergh. 

The elder Lindbergh had come to 
this country wken a tiny tot himself. 
His father had a long and noble ances- 
try back in Sweden, an ancestry that 
smacked of royalty. 

This grandfathcr of today’s hero had 
in abundance the blood that was to be 
transfused into the Charles Lindbergh 
we know. He had the hardihood and 
the courage to leave the Old World and 
seek adventure in the Elysian fields of 
tke Western Hemisphere. And once 
over here, he did not cling to the cen- 
ters of population, which a man with 
less courage had done. 


Moves Out to Minnesota. 


He moved out to fields that were 
still uncultivated and from whose fer- 
tility he was willing to wrest his har- 
vest. He went out on the edge of this 
rapidiy developing country, out West, 
to a place known as Little Falis, Minn. 
And with him he carried his wife and 


Charies Lindbergh’s father, who him- 
self was subsequently to become re- 
spected and a leader of his community. 

He was to serve ten years in Con- 
gress, from 1910 to 1917, a man who 
commanded the respect of his col- 
leagues, and who was stricken dowa 
while seeking greater honors at the 
hands of his State. Just as the origina! 
Lindbergh to come to this country 
showed such hardihood as, for instance, 
to let a surgeon amputate his arm 
while he gritted his teeth, and to go 
again into the woods to hew away 
trees. within a remarkably short: time, 
so did the filer’s father, Charles 4. 
senior, once undergo ali operation for 
appendicitis without the quieting as- 
sistance of an anesthetic, and to -talk 
to a colleague about the Federal Re- 
serve Banks as he did so. 


Mother of Irish Descent. 


Charles’ mother, Evangeline, is of 
Irish descent, but she is authority for 
the statement that the boy _has a pre- 
dominance of his father’s characterts- 
ties. She is now a school teacher in 
Detroit, an instructor in high schooi 
This is the life of her 
widowhood. Her brother is a member 
of the city council of Detroit, and at 
the time Lindbergh landed in Paris ne 
was the acting mayor 

Thus, while Detroit has piayed such 
a*prominent part in the life of his 
mother, and while it was the city in 
which Lindbergh first saw the light of 
day, it has never meant much to him. 

It is in the little town of. Little Falls 
that he spent his boyhood, roaming 
the woods and lakes, and trodding the 
furrows of ploughed fields. It was here 
that he had most of his primary ¢du- 
cation, and from it that he first went 
away to college for a little more than 
a year, and subsequently from where he

Excelled In Gymnastics. 


As his teacher here recalls him he 
was at his best at gymnastics and man- 
ual training.

He had few friends ‘n 
school. Yet he was not unsociable. 
He was simply of a retiring i- 
tion and seemed to want to be aione. 

There is some explanation of this in 
the stories that are told about him back 
home. .

Ties, so to speak. It was his wont to get 


under a house and make an iceboat vf 
a hulk, a motorcycle engine and an air- 
plane propeller. 

This contrivance .rambled over Lake 
Mendota in the winter of 1921 until it 
came to tragic grief. That was when 
it collided with an ice boat of more 
durable composition. Then Lindy built 
another one. 

The boy was kept in school througn 
his high school per'od. thanks to the 
perseverance of his parents, and at the 
age of 16 he graduated, at Little Falls, 
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in 1918. Then he entered the School 
of Mechanical Engineering of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin. Mechanics were 
his hobby, but they moved too slowly 
at the university, as Lindy saw it, to 
suit his mechanical testes. He ran the 
theory and the practical phases, and 
tren he tired of the classroom.

Battered Flivver to Parade 
Paris Streets During Legion 
- Convention. 


RELICS ARE COLLECTED 


Minneapolis, Minn., June 10.—A fliv- 
ver, old and battered, ready for the junk 
heap, will ride to fame this fall Just the 
way that Capt. Charles A. Lindbergh, 
formerly. of Little Falls, Minn., rode to 
fame in 33 hours on his nonstop and 
lone flight from New York to Paris. 

This battered automobile, once used 
by Capt. Lindbergh in’ his trips to 
school at Little Falls, will be taken 


across the Atlantic and will be paraded 
through the same streets of the Prench 
capital through which the transatlantic 
fiier road in triumph not so long ago. 

State officials of the American Legion 
today completed plans to preserve this 
relic of the world’s youngest hero, and 
the Minnesota legionnaires are t@ take 
this car with them for the Paris con- 
vention of the American Legion. This 
is the same car that was the feature of 
Little Falls’ celebration on the night 
of May 21, when Lindbergh landed in 
Paris. 

The old car, without its tires, engine 
or other equipment, will also be ex- 
hibited.at the State convention of the 
American Legion at Hibbing, August 8, 
9 and 10, and also at the Minnesota 
State fair. It will then be crated and 
shipped to France, to be viewed by the 
French people, who gave the flier his 
‘greatest welcome in Europe. This car, 
and other souvenirs of Capt. Lind- 
burgh’s life in Little Falls have 
been collected by Gerald V. Cannon, of 
St. Paul. who is to be the drum major 
of the Minnesota Légion Drum Corps, 
which will go to Paris. Mr. Cannon has 
received express authority from Mrs. 
Evangeline Lodge Lindbergh to make 
this collection from the old. family 
home at Little Falls. 

Inchided in this collection is an old 
buggy, which Lindbergh used when he 
went to the country school, an impro- 
vised pump built from the Mississippi 
River to his father’s barn, as well as 
about 350 leaves from books of the 
library, most of them bearing nota- 
tions by the transatlantic flier. It is 
our plan to distribute the leaves of 
these books in Paris as souvenirs,” Mr. 
Cannon  deciared. “Lindbergh has 
(made many notations on them, and 
they are most interesting. During bis 
idle moments, if he ever had any, he 
had made drawings of airplanes and 
machinery on the corners of the pages 
and these sketches and hotations re- 
veal, in a most interesting way, what 
was traveling through his mind when 
he was a student.”

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FLYING SCHOOL REFUSED 
TO GRADUATE LINDBERGH 


Hero-to-Be Bought — 
Army Plane and Takes to 
Performing Stunts.

It was in 1921, when Lindy and the 
old home came to a parting of the ways. 


He had been back home from college 
for more than a year and, although he 
and his father found much in common, 
the prosaic business of tilling the soil 
was not intended, by the nature of 
things, for him. His was a mechanical 
mind. Airplanes had flown over Little 
Falls and there had been much in the 
“papers” about them. They had long 
been the subject of thought on his part. 

So it came about that in 1921 Lindy 
threw a knapsack, over his shoulder, 
took his mother’s kiss and went away 
to Lincoln, Nebr. There was a flying 
school there, one of those educational 
institutions where a man was taught 
to stay in the air for a specified sum. 
Never. was any one more handicapped 
than Bindy. And his appearance was 
not one to cause his instructors to get 
big-hearted and give him a fiying 
course for nothing. 

Rewards have been extremely slow to 
fliers and to fiying instructors; so as a 
general rule it is not possible for them 
to give flying instructions for nothing. 
There was nothing in the world about 
this boy’s appearance to indicate that 
at one time he would startle the world. 


Smile Attracted Attention. 


He was gangling; he was rustic; his 
clothes fit loosely about his body. Yet 
there was something about that smile 
of his which spelled confidence and 
which sort of attracted attention to 
him. 

He got along in this flying school, 
Lindy did. He showed a remarkable 
adaptation to the handling of planes. 
Those who took him into the air were 
impressed with the readiness with 
which he caught on to things. Never- 
theless, there had been other bright pu- 
pils and there was nothing about Lind- 
bergh to cause the school to reform its 
procedure of requiring that the student 
post_a $500 bond before he made a solo 
flight. The school was in the business 
on a.practical basis. There might be 
plenty of youngsters witiing to take a 
chance in the air, but the school was 
ae in protecting the few planes 


Well, when Lindy had progressed to the 
point of posting a $500 bond and mak- 
ing a solo flight he flunked, so to speak. 
He flunked in that he did not have the 
necessary $500. Furthermore, Lindy did 
not see where the $500 was necessary. 

So Lindy, Mister Charles A. Lind. 
bergh as he was carried on the rolls, 
left the school without graduating. He 
was without the diploma which this 
school, along with others, is wont to 


give. 
Started Stunt Fiying. 


Diploma or no diploma Lindy was 
mot to be kept out of the air. There was 
no official stamp certifying that he was 
an aviator. Nevertheless, he was satis- 
fied-in his own mind that he was one. 
And an aviator he set out to be, and as 
an aviator he acted. He set out through 
the West as a stunt flier. Here was his 
first effort to satisfy a sated public. 

The year 1922 found Lindy out in 
Montana—the town of Billings, for one 
place is recalled. He was doing stunt 
fiying for advertising purposes. He was 
advertising a certain garage of the town 
of Billings. The plane and Lindy was 
about all therc was to this enterprise. 
He had no luggage, no baggage, no par- 
aphernalia of any kind. In so far as 
entertainment enterprises went, Lindy 
traveled just about as light as could be 

imagined. His equipment, to be exact, 
consisted of a tooth brush and a comb 
and brush. -‘These he carried in the 
~ 99 spacious pockets of his flying 
suit. 

Those of an imaginative mind who 
saw Lindy doing his stunts in the air 
may have thought that he was making 
all sorts of money. But those stunt 
fliers of the time will tell you that 
the remuneration was nothing like 
what it was cracked up to be. 

As evidence of the returns of the 
business, a year later Lindy barely 
mustered enough together to take ad- 
vantage of a bargain sale of plains. 
This was in Americus, Ga., where the 
Army was disposing of some of the 
fiying things which it had left over 
from the war. It is not on record that 


_ there was any great demand for them.

3, 1923, to be exact. It occurred to 
Lindy that he might as well go there 


and show his stuff. Why not take some 
of these prizes, he thought. He went 
to the races, but no prizes he took. 
The Army and the Navy and the for- 
eign countries had their best aviators 
there. Lindy was one of the “also 
rans.” But while there he gained aero- 
nautical prestige, because his fellow 
fliers realized that here was a man 
who knew something about the game. 


Enters Army Air Force. 


Early in 1925 the thought came to 
Lindy that he should acquire more of 
the technique of flying, more of the 
theory of the business. . So he enrolled 
as a cadet in the Army aviation serv- 
ice and was sent to Brook Field, San 
Antonio, Tex. 

It was like him to report for duty 
at San Antonio, Tex., in that Jenny 
which he had purchased. And it is a 
story of that fiying school that after 
he had landed, an officer came out and 
saw the raggedy thing on the field and 
ordered it removed before some one 
would attempt to fly it and break Lis 
neck. Now “Slim,” as he came to be 
called, had a pride in this thing in 
which he had spent so many hours in 
the air. 

It was like a boy whose dog had fol- 
lowed him to school. He did not like 


“to see it kicked about. He was hurt at 


the officer’s attitude. So he walked 
out and got into the plane and took 
it into the air and did aerial things 
with it and came down and looked at 


the officer with an expression of “You 


see that?” 
Goes to Kelly Field. 


Well, to make a long story short, 
Lindy showed such aptitude at the 
Army school, a primary one, that even 
his explanation that he had been flying 
for three years did not diminish the | 
amusement of his instructors. After a 
year he was sent to a fiying finishing 
school, so to speak, at Kelly Field, San 
Antonio. And it was kere that he was 
to have his first experience af Jumping 
out of a parachute to save his life. 

It was only nine days before he was 
to graduate from a flying school, March 
6, 1925. He was engaged in a war 
maneuver at an tititude of 5,000 feet. 
His plane and that of one of his com- 
rades became locked in a death em- 
brace in mid air, and both his comrade 
and he calmly walked out on the ee 
and jumped. But let Lindy teil 
this jump. He does it-in a way that. 
attests his simplicity, his matter-of- 
factness.. It was an experience that 
made him a member of the Caterpillar 
Club, which no aviator seeks volun- 
tarily to join, but which many have. 

Membership is gained by the expe-

McCallister in the cockpit a few feet 
away on my left. He was apparently 
unhurt.and getting ready to jump. 


Ships Locked Together. 


“Our ships were locked together with 
the fuselage approximately parallel. My 
right wing was damaged and was folded 
back slightly, covering the forward 
right-hand corner of the cockpit. Then 
the ships started to mill around and 
the wires began whistling. The right 
wing commenced vibrating and striking 
my head at the bottom of each oscilla- 
tion. I removed the rubber band safe- 
tying the belt, unbuckled it, climbed 
out past the trailing edge of- the’: dam- 


aged wing and, with my feet on the 


cowling on the rigkt side of the cock- 
pit, which was then in a nearly vertical 
position, I jumped backward as far 
from the ship as possible. 

“T had no difficulty in locating the 
pull-ring and experienceo no sensation 
of falling. The wreckage was falling 
nearly straight down and for some time 
I fell in line with its path. Fearing 
the wreckage might fall on me, I did 


not pull the rip-cord until I had 
dropped several hundred feet and into 
the clouds. 


Fell Face Downward. 


“During this time I had turned one- 


half revolution and was falling flat 
and face downward. The parachute 
functioned perfectly; almost as soon as 
I pulled the rip-cord and risers jerked 
on my shoulders, the leg straps tight- 
ened, my head went down and the 
chute was fully opened. 

“I saw Lieut. McCallister floating 
above me and the wrecked ships pass 
about 100 yards to one side, continuing 
to spin to the right and leaving a trail 
of lighter fragments along their path. 
I watched them until, still locked to- 
gether, they crashed ‘in the mesquite 
about 2,000 feet below and burst into 
flames several seconds after -mpact. 

“Next I turned my attention to 19- 
cating a landing place. I was ove: 
mesquite and drifting in the generai 
direction ef a plowed field; which I 
reached by slipping the chute. Shortly 
before striking the ground I was drift- 
ing backward, but was able to swing 
around in the harness just as I landed 
on the side of a ditch less than 100 
feet from the edge of the mesquite. 

“Although the impact of the .and‘rg 
was too great for me to remain stanc- 
ing, I was not injured in any way. The

| \BOVERNMENT TO ISSUE. 
‘LINDBERGH MAIL TIMP 


Will Be of 10-Cent Denomina- 
tion and_Will Be Used 
in Air Service. 


TO PICTURE HIS AIRSHIP 


A special air-mail stamp, of 10-cent 
denomination, will be issued in honor 
of Col. Charles A. Lindbergh and his 
epoch-making flight across the Atlantic, 
Postmaster General New has announced. 

The Postmaster General said in 
making public his decision: “The Post- 
office Department has neither awards 
nor medals nor authority for bestowing 
decorations with which to mark the 


appreciation and respect we hold for 
our air-mail pilot’ who has made such 
a notable contribution to the science 
of aviation. The only appropriate 
thing we can do is to issue a stamp in 
his honor.” 

The new stamp will not carry a por- 
trait of Col. Lindbergh since the law 
prohibits the use of the portrait of a 
living man upon a stamp. It will have 
for its central design, however, a rep- 
resentation of his plane, “The Spirit of 
St. Louis,”. which so successfully car- 
ried him on his journey across the sea, 
and which to Lindbergh was the other 
half of “we.” 

Owing to the shortness of time the 
new stamp will' not be ready for gen- 
eral distribution at the time of the 
flier’s arrival in Washington but all 
records are expected to be broken by 
the Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
so that at least one print may be run 
off for presentation to Lindbergh, 

The new stamp will -displace the 
regular 10-cent air-mail stamp design 
now issued to postmasters and will be 
available for issuance within a short 
time. They will be placed on sale first 
at the St. Louis, Mo., postoffice on 
the date of the Lindbergh celebration 
in that city. On the same day they 
will be available for the benefit of 
Stamp collectors at the Philatelic 
Agency at Washington, and to other 
offices throughout the country as fast 
as production will permit. 

Across the top of the stamp in white 
Roman letters will be the words “United 
States Postage”. with the words “Lind- 
bergh-Air Mail” directly beneath. At 
the left of the portrait of the airship 
will appear the coast line of the North 
American continent with that of Eu- 
rope -on the right side, with a dotted 
line depicting the course of the flight; 
beginning with the words “New York” 
and ending with the word “Paris.” At 
the bottom of the stamp in shaded let- 
ters is the word “cents” and in both 
lower corners are the white numerals 
“10." The stamp will be printed: in 
blue, the color of the present 10-cent 
air-mail stamp, and the same size 
75-100 by 1 84-100 inches.

parachute was still held open by the 
wind and did not collapse until I 
pulled in one group of the shroud 
lines. 

* “During my descent I lost my gog- 
gles, a vest pocket camera, which fitted 
tightly in my hip pocket, and the rip 
cord of the parachute.” 

Lindbergh became a full fledged 
Army aviator March 15. 1925, when 
he was graduated-at Kelly Field. Al- 
though he had been flying long before 
he went to the school this transforma- 
tion from an Army cadett to a second 
lieutenant meant a lot to him. He 
had his picture taken in uniform. Then 
he went back to St. Louis and struck 
out for the West as a stunt flier again. 

All this time Lindy was thinking that 
he should take a more serious view of 
the business which he had set out for 
himself. Stunt flying was all right as 
a means of livlihood but it had little 
to do with the advancement of either 
aviation or him. 

So he came back to St. Louis in Octo- 
ber, 1925, and sought employment with 
the Robertson Aircract Corporation. He 
did not especially shine as an aviator 
here because there were not s0 many 
planes to fly. The corporation was 
mostly that and nothing else. What he 
fid attract attention with was his weak- 
ness for riding a motorcycle at break- 
neck speed. Any recollections of him 
abou: this time would not be associat- 
ed with flying, in fact, but rather as 
a man who was not content unless 
he was on a speeding motorcycle. 


Inauguartes Mail Route. 


It was but a few months, however, 
that the Robertson Corporation became 
ambitious. It went after a contract to 
carry the mail from St. Louis to Chi- 
cago. Lindy, along with Philip R. Love, 
‘who had been his classmate at Kelly 
‘Field, and Lieut. John Worthington, 
Army air service, was selected to survey 
the route. He did and his study was 
accepted. On April 15, 1926, he in- 
augurated the service, flying from Chi- 
cago to St Louis and the next day 
after his plane had been formally 
christened by the 13-year-old daughter 
of Maj. Albert Bond Lambert, Myrtle. 

“I christen you St. Louis,” she said. 
“May your wings never be clipped.” 
Love and Maj. C. R. Wassall, brother 
mail pilots, escorted him that day, and 
Lindy, or “Slim,” as his fellow mail 
pilots called him, took up the business 
in which he was to engage until hé 
was given an indefinite leave of absence 
for his New York-to-Paris flight. Slim 
was made the chief pilot. From the 
lanky, rustic boy who had first ap- 
peared before William D. Robertson, 
head of the corporation, he had de- 
veloped into a very serious-minded 
young man. 

As the air mail service knew Slim he 
was a very retiring young ~man, his 
principal companions being a hot dog 
and a real one. Slim would make a 
bee line when he arrived at Maywood 
Field, Chicago, from Lambert Field, St. 
Louis, for the hot dog stand, and he 
would do the same after he completed 
the reverse trip. 


Pioneer in Postal Service. 


Even now he was a pioneer in every 
gense of the word. For the air mail 
route had not been lighted by beacons. 
For many months Slim and his asso- 
clates were to have nothing to guide 
them except the stars, often not them, 
and such markers in the way of towns 
" and cities that he could pick up. 

But Slim was a man who believed 
that the mail should be moved daily, 
and adverse weather meant nothing to 
him. If it was possible for a plane to 
stay in the air, Slim took off with mail 
pouches-and made his scheduled flight.

In Schools of Washington 


National Capital, With Minnesota and Missouri, Lays 
Claim to Famed Aviator as ‘Son;’ Attended Eastern 
High When Father Was Member of Congress. 


Two States—Minnesota and Missouri 
—are claiming Col. Charles A. Lind- 
bergh. Minnesota is his birthplace, 
and, in recent years, Missouri has been 
his home. Well may they claim him 
and fight over him—he is worth it! 

At the same time, Washington can 
do some “claiming” itself. For it was 
here that Lindy—or “Cheese,” as he 
was known here—spent the ten most 
impressionable years of his life. It was 
here that he got his preparatory ed- 
ae and perhaps first felt the urge 

fly. 

John Clagett Proctor, who probably 
knows his Washington better than any 
other man, and who is now writing a 
complete history of the city, already 
has begun compiling material about 
the life of the Lindbergh family, so far 
as it concerns Washington. 


Ancestors from Sweden. 


FPoliows a paper that he prepared for 
the Association of Oldest Inhabitants 
of the District of Columbia: 

“Charles A. Lingbergh, father of our 
celebrated ocean flier, was born in Swe- 
den in 1859, and was brought by his 
parents to the United States in 1860. 
From the date of their landing in this 
country until 1881 the grandparents of 
the aviator livéd on a farm near Mel- 
rose, Minn., and here their son, Charles, 
the elder, was brought up. 

“School advantages at Melrose at that 
date were so limited that the educa- 
tion of the father of the world’s great- 
est. flier was necessarily neglected, and 
much of his boyhood life was given to 
hunting and trapping. However, as 
proof of the fact that it is hard to 
keep a good man down, he gave prac- 
tically all of his time from 1881 to 1885, 
to study, attending Grove Lake Acad- 
emy, in Stearns County, Minn., and 
Ann Arbor Law School, Mich., taking 
some ltierary studies at the same time, 
graduating from the law department in 
1884. 


Father Was Congressman. 


“He later practiced law in his home 
State and was thus engaged when he 
was elected to the Sixtieth Congress, 
and it was this honor that first brought 
him to Washington in 1907. 

“He remained in Congress until 1917, 
when he retired to run for governor of 
Minnesota, dying during the campaign, 
his successor from the Sixth Minnesota 
district being Harold Knutson. 

“When Representative Lindbergh 
first came to Congress he permitted a 
sketch of himself to be published in 
the Congressional Directory, but after 
December of that year this was omit- 
ted as was likewise, for much of thé 
time, his local address. For this rea- 
son he seems to ha~2 been a poor ad- 
vertiser and besides was apparently 
very seclusive. 

“In 1907, when he first came to 
Washington, we find him residing at 
1831 V street northwest. In the follow- 
ing year he had moved to 1726 Willard 
street northwest. 


Lived at Congress Jal. 


“For his whereabouts after 1908 tiie 
city directory must be depended upon, 
and this gives his 1910 add:ess as the 
Congress Hall Hotel, at New Jersey 
avenue and C streets southeast. Per- 
haps you recall that on the site of this 
hotel formerly stood several buildings 
owned by Thomas Law, the corner one 


of which was his residence. Mr. Law 
had married Elizabeth Parke Custis, 
granddaughter of Martha Washington, 
and it was to their home that the firs, 
President paid visits when in this ci:y. 

“The Laws did not get along in per- 
fect harmony, and ‘ere long. the. prop- 
erty was leased to Conrad & McMunn 
for hotel purposes, and it was here 
that Thomas Jefferson resided while 
Vice President, and from here also that 
he marched with an escort to the Capi- 
tol to be sworn in as President in 1801, 
when, some folks say, he rode up the 
Avenue unaccompanied, hitched his 
horse to a paling fence and returned 
to the White House after the ceremony 
in the same democratic fashion; but, 
of course, this is an old fable. 

“The next place we find Representa- 
tive Lindbergh is at the Hotel Driscoll, 
First and B streets northwest, where 
he stopped in 1914. The directories do 
not give his address for 1915 and 1916, 
but during his last year in Washington 
he stopped at the Continental Hotel, 
corner of North Capitol and E streets. 


His Reserve Inherited. 


Young Lindbergh’s reserve is un- 
doubtedly inkerited from his father, 


for of his service in Congress ‘little is 
known. Indeed, had it not been for 
the fame recently achieved by his son, 
the fact, even at this early date, that 
he once served in the Nation’s lower 
legislature would have been confined to 
his family and to a few limited friends. 

“Like all members of Congress he 
had his committee assignments and 
undoubtedly rendered valuable public 
service, for. in the Sixtieth _Congress 
he was assigned to the committees on 
claims and Indian affairs. In the n ‘xt 
Congress he retained his position on 
the claims committee, and, in «jdi- 
tion, was assigned to the committee on 
levees and improvements of the Missi:- 
sippi River. This latter assignment 
today, in view of the distressing f: ‘od, 
would, no doubt, be looked upon as a 
very important one. 

“During the Sixty-second Congr2rs 
he served on the claims committee and 
the committee on coinage, weights a1:d 
measures, and during the two sub3¢c- 
quent Congresses he was assigned to 
banking and currency. 


Attended Eastern High. 


“As to his social activities—if he 
had any—little is known, although he 
might freely have mingled with’ the 
elite, with so charming a wife as Mrs. 
Lindbergh appears to be from her 
photograph and from what we read of 
her. 

“That Col. Lindbergh received much 
of his education in Washington there 
is little doubt. Besides attending the 
Friends School, he attended also the 
Eastern High School during the ten 
years his father served in the lower 
House. 

The reception to be given Col. Lind- 
bergh this afternoon, Mr. Proctor said, 
will go down in history with the grand 
review of 1865 and the reception to 
Admiral Dewey following the Spanish- 
American War. 

“What a misfortune,” said Mr. Proc- 
tor, “that the elder Lindbergh could 
not nave lived to this day, and to have 
glorified with his own America and the 
rest of the civilized world over the un- 
paralleled achievement of his son and 
namesake.”

Capt. Lindbergt settlec that  ques- 
tion before he had been aboard the 
cruiser more than 10 seconds. As he 
came up the gangplank his eye swept 
down thc long line of marines and 
biuejackets, and he grinned that in- 
fectious and naive grin which had so 
endeared him to the French and Eng- 
lish, and even to the skeptical news- 
paper reporters who had watched him 
take off on that momentous morning 
when his gray monoplane soared to- 
ward the rising sun on one of the 
most daring expeditions ever taken by 
man. The gobs did not grin back, be- 
cause that would have been subversive 
of military discipline, but every man 
of them warmed to the aviator immie- 
diately. 


Most Human of Guests. 


“Shucks!” said a grizzled old sea- 
dog, “he’s just a kid; but some kid!” 
he added, reflectively. 

This portion of the American Navy, 
which is now steaming up’ the Po- 
tomac to land her noted passenger at 
the American Capital, where_his people 
are to welcome him as one of the truly 
great of history, has had many famous 
guests ir her cabins and at the mess 
tabies of her officers. 

Spanish princes and grandees, princes 
of the blood from Greece and Scandi- 
navia, kings, writers, generals, admirals 
and philanthropists, and many of them 
have been popular and have met the 
gcantily bestowed favor of the gobs.

Cheers that could be heard 
for .miles split the air when the ad- 
miral’s barge. pulled out from the 
Cherbourg docks with Lindbergh sit- 
ting in the stern sheets, and along-side 
hovered boats of all sorts, filled with 
whooping, howling crowds of admirers, 
overhead airplanes circles, the roar of 
their engines adding to the din, with 
half a dozen brass bands attempting 
in vain to be heard above the lusty 
shouting of the crowd, the noise of the 
aircraft, and the tooting of thousands 
of whisties. 


Homeward Voyage is Begun. 


A few moments after Capt. Lindberg 
had landed and had been escorted by a 
detachment of officers to the com- 
mander’s quarters, the Memphis flung 
out homeward bound pennant and ens 
sail across the broad Atlantic bearing 
America’s favorite son of the moment, 
the hero of the hour, Ch 
finaily became a tiny speck of smoke 
through which lights flittered, but for 
more than an hour five seaplanes cir-

LINDBERGH MADE. TESTS 


Sixty days were required to build 
Ryan monoplane used by Col. Charles 
A. Lindbergh in his transatlantic 
flight, which will live forever in the 
history of this Nation. The craft was 
bullt in San Diego, Calif., and has+ 
been flown by no one but “Lucky?” 
- Lindbergh. , 

Twenty-four hours after Lindbergh 
went to San Diego and announced his 
intention of attempting a flight to 
Paris, the plans for-the plane were 
drawn up. B. F. Mahoney, of the 
‘Ryan Airplane Co., and C. G Peterson, 
assistant to the president of the 
Wright Aeronautical Corporation, sup- 
ervised the building of the famous ‘ 
craft. * 

Lindbergh, like an anxious child 
-®waiting the purchase Of a new toy, 
stayed on the ground and daily watch- 
ed the completion of the plane, which 
sZate had decided would carry him to 
everlasting fame. When the plane 
Was-completed and ready to be flown, 
Lindbergh made the first and testing 
flights and since that time no one 
but himself -has occupied the cockpit. 
The test flights, according to Mahoney 
and Peterson,. revealed that not a 
single alteration was necessary. 

The engine decided upon was a 
“Wright Whirlwind,” the same engine 
used by Chamberlin and employed by 
Commander Byrd. The engine, a reg- 
ular stock model, is air cooled, has 
nine cylinders of the radial type, which 
are placed like the spokes of a wheel

Fourteen years ago, while a member 
of Congress, the father of Col. Charlies 
A. Lindbergh wrote a book on “Banking 


and Currency and the Money Trust,” 
and in the preface prophetically visioned 
just such an event as the epoch-making 
transatlantic flight which made his son 
world famous. 

The elder Lindbergh wrote the book 
in 1913. It was published in Washing- 
ton by the National Capital Press Co. 
Before leaving Congress in 1917, Repre- 
sentative Lindbergh gave a copy of his 
book to Richard Langham Riedel, vet- 
eran Senate page, then 8 years old. 

Representative Lindbergh, in present- 
ing wie book to Riedel, remarked that 
he was probably too young at that time 
to understod the principles expostu- 
lated in the Book, but urged Riedel to 
“keep it with my epmpliments.” 

Following Col. Lintaxergh’s transat- 
latic flight, Riedel rec the gift 
fiom Lindbergh's father and afarted to 
read the baok. The first few words.in 
the preface, Riedel discovered, visionet~ 
just such an event as the transatlantic 
flight of the author’s son. It says: 

“We live in an age of mechanical de- 
vices and have the use of methods by 
which the natural elements aré har- 
nessed and made use of, and it is nat- 
ural that mén shall look forward to the 
time When the people thémselves will 
secure the full benefit of all these 
things.” 


Telegrams for Lindbergh 
’ Total More Than 32,000 


More than 32,000 telegrams of con- 
gratulation had been received for Col. 
Charlies A. Lindbergh over Western 
Union wires at 12 o’clock last night, ac- 
cording to officials here. There was 
no sign of a let-up in the steady flow of 
messages, and officials expected that 
the force of 38 picked men handling 
Lindbergh greetings, exclusively, would 
continue work throughout the night at 
unabated speed. 

The telegrams are from  viftually 
every city and town in the United 
States, and every province in Canada 
has its representation. In addition, 
there are many cablegrams from Europe 
and other parts of the world. 
from company officials ih various 
centers of the couritry lead telegraph 
Officials here to believe the flow of 
messages will continue throughout 
Saturday and Sunday. 

A vast number of telegrams take a 
religious turn, there being hundreds in 
which the sender said he or stie had 
prayed for hours while Lindbergh was 
on his flight. 

There was one telegram from the 8- 
year-old son of a well Known aviator 
who recently lost his life in a Navy 
flight, which congratulated Lindbergh 
on his successful attempt, and especially 
upon his safe return. 

More than 1,000 messages have been 
received thus far for Mrs. Evangeline 
Lindbergh, mother of the aviator. 

There was one message from Minne- 
apolis, 15,000 words in length and 
signed by 5,000 individuals, including 
the most prominent in the community. 
Another message from the Frisco Lines 
Club .of St. Louis contained 2,000 indi- 
vidual signatures.

Lindbergh of the award to him by the 
National Geographic Society of the 
Hubbard gold medal. 

Thus Byrd, whose ambition to fly 
first to Paris, was set aside by Lind- 
bergh, will formally notify his sticcess- 
ful rival of the award which Byrd him- 
self received at the hands of President 
Coolidge a year ago this month. 

Dr. Gilbert Grosvenor, president of 
the National Geographic Society, ex- 
tended the invitation to Byrd to notify 
Lindbergh of the award.

DALLAS-TO-HONGKONG 
TAKE-OFF ON JUNE 23 


Lieuts. Stern and Windham 
to Try for Easterwood 
‘$25,000 Prize. 

Dallas, Tex., June 10 (By A. P.).— 
The first take-off in the proposed 
Dallas-to-Hongkong flight contest is 
scheduled for Thursday, June 23, Will- 
iam E. Easterwood, jr., donor of the 
$25,000 prize, announced tonight on re- 
ceipt of official entry blanks from 
Lieuts. Ben Stern and Jess Windham, 
of Memphis, Tenn, 

The two fliers will use an Eagle Rock 
biplane equipped with a Wright Whirl- 
wind motor. The plane is nearing com- 
pletion in Denver and will be flown 
to Dallas a few days before the take- 
off, Easterwood said. 

The plane will be without pontoons, 
but the fliers will -carry’ rubber “life 
preservers which earry ten+days’ .ra- 
tions and water. The ship has a metal 
propeller, 52-foot wing spread and fuel 
capacity for 3,500 miles, with a cruising 
speed of 110 miles an hour. 

Stops will be permitted at San Fran- 
cisco, Hawali and the. Philippines, but 
Hongkong must be reached in 144 hours 
to win the prize.
